Population 
Grows Older, 
Darby Says 


“Notable advances in medical 
and health science have pheno- 
menally increased our life-span, 
but social and economic planning 
has fallen behind in efforts to put 
these increased years to sound 
productive use,” said Los Angeles 
County Supervisor Raymond V. 
Darby, speaking over the state- 
wide Mutual network, in his cam- 
paign for Lieutenant Governor. 
“This failure is at the heart of all 
of our old age assistance prob- 
lems.” | 

“It is estimated,” continued Dar- 
by, “that by the year 1960 51 per 
cent of our employable population 
will be over 50 years of age and 
yet employers seldom give a job 
today to anyone 50 years of age 
and over. This calls for an entire- 
ly new approach to problems of 
employment. We can no longer af- 
ford to keep the accent on youth. 
From here on employers should 
begin to base employee qualifica- 
tions solely on fitness, not on age. 
A broad campaign of education 
should be begun at once along 
this line. If not, we will be faced 
with the only alternative—bil- 
lions of increased taxes for aged 
aid. 

According to Darby, Los Angel- | 
es County has been making a spe- 
cial study of this question since 
last July, through a ‘‘Committee 
on Opportunities and Needs of the 
Aged.” Conclusions of this com- 
mittee tend to bear out his theory, 
the Supervisor contends. The com- 
mittee survey, he says, indicated 
that a large percentage of em- 
ployers were reluctant to consider 
applicants for jobs over 40 years 
of age. The popular age limitation 
for women was 35, with most em- 
ployers wanting them consider- 
ably under that age. As a result 
of this practice, the County Com- 
mittee ascertained by survey that | 
43 per cent of workers in the | 
County area were under 35, while 
only five per cent were over 60. 
A majority of those forced to seek | 
aged aid would seem to prefer ac- | 
tive work to dependency. More | 
and better job opportunities for | 
older workers would definitely | 
prolong their productive years, | 
give them happier and more use- 
ful lives, and decrease the number | 
of applicants for assistance, the 
committee concluded. 

Darby cites the illustration that 
in 1942, 1500 Los Angeles County | 
aid cases came in voluntarily and 
asked to be removed from the ag- 
ed aid rolls simply because they 
could then get jobs in war plants. 
In addition 300 blind cases were 
closed because of special job op- 
portunities created for them in 
our airplane factories. 

“I believe,” said Darby, ‘that 
laws should be enacted looking 
toward the encouragement and as- 
sistance of older persons in se- 
curing employment. Where given 
a genuine opportunity it has been 
found that older workers accom- 
plish just as much as younger 
Ones and with less waste motion. 

“It is wrong for present day so- 
ciety to tell a man or woman of 
50, 60, or even 70—‘you are 














* through. We want no more of you.’ 
If that is a true test of the value 
of our civilization I am _ inclined 
to believe that it may not last too 
long,”’ Darby said.
